KNOW  YG,  tlin  Inking  into  our  most  sdrious  consideration,  the  merciful 
interposition  of  Divink  I»R<)viDENcii,  and  thnt  it  liath  pleasrd  AtMionTt 
Gou  to  deliver  us  fro  n  the  dangers  and  calantitios  of  the  unnatural  Insuiroclion 
and  Rebellion  with  w  lich  w.e  have  lately  bceil  afflicted :  Wo  have  ronoivod,  and. 
by  the  advice  of  our  1  executive  CiMuincil,  for  our  Province  of  Upper  Canada,  do

iwinifold  pruvocationil  have  most  justly  deserved  ;  and  for  bcseecliing  God  still 
to  coatinuo  to  us  His| mercies,  favor,  and  protection:  and  we  e/o  strictly  charge 
and  command,  that  tlio  said  day  of  Public  Tiianksgivinq  ho  reverently  and" 
devoutly  observed  b^  nil  oifr  loving  Subjects,  in  our  said  Province  of  Upper 
Canada,  a$  they  te.kderthe  favor  of  ALMiaiiTv  Gob,  and  would  avoid  t/ii 
wrath  and  indignation,  and  upon  pain  of  such  punishment  as  wr.tnay  justly 
inflictton  all  such  a^  contemn  or  neglect  the  performance  of  so  Religious  and 
necessary  a  duty.      '

bo  right  in  a  Roman  Catholic  King  or  (iovornor  lo,  appoint  the  fast  and  feslivqfs 


of  bis  Church,  and  ronformitv  woiild.,b«  our  duly.  Ilonce  tliu  necessity  of 
^keeping  spiritual  and  ^ivil  jurisdiction  distinct.  To  avoid  an  apparent  concession 
wto  spiritunl  assunipiioi^.  I  must  di-rcg.ird  tho  present  Proclamation.  I  niusl  do 
»■',  loo.becaiisv  a  *'  conunaiid"  ciiiinot  induie  triio  devotion,  and  rn  most  cases 
^will  only  lead  to  a  inero  liypocriiical  semblance  of  religion.  UevcroiicO  and 
ddvoiitness  do  not  conK?  by  orders  niiii  tli.rciif»— ilii-y  are  iborosult  of  personal 
rortViction  and  b(iniilily  and  love  lowardii  God.  Sliojis  may  bo  siiui,  piuyers 
ttaid,  and  sermoHs  delivored — but  coiilriiion  for  sin  or  gra:ii(ido  for  God's  nier- 
cies  bo  unknown.  A  gonei'al  mockery  id"  leligion  aiul  God  is'tlnm  lill  that  1 
expect  to  result  from  ili^s  stale-.-reriL'ijnsiioss  ;  aiiJ  in  it  i  cannot  ^lavo  any 
participation.  1  fiirther  Qbjpciioihis  appointment— becanso  " t/iankfgiiniig'\ 
should  be  preceded  by  /luhtUiation  and  repentance.  Oiir  I  My  alarms  i^nd  Auirs/ 
liavo  boon  induced  by  sin.vand  the  first  step  to  bo  lakin  is  an  honest  and  a, 
*earching  enquiry  into  thelevils  wbicli  liavo  caused  the  displi-Muro  of  God] 
ntrdlienco  the  derangomontlof  society.  I  do  not  refer  to  pblitiral  errors— fo/ 
us  U  strunger  in  tire  couniryll  do  not  understand  its  politic*,  artd  as  a  Miiiistc 
of  Religion  am  indisposed  to  meddle  with  thorn.  But  political  disorders  u^c 
the  consequents  of  moral  disleases.  We  have  lately  seen  the  «^w/>/om  only,  iibt 
the  maldflt/ — and  it  is  u  limi;  now  to  ascertain  (in  good  faith)  what  tlit-roisjii 
lire  |)eopIo  or  their  rulers  ih^t  his  jio  early  involved  this  fine  eoonlry  in  tioubfle.

In  your  strictiirui  upon  my  letter  in  the  **  Polhflium^*^  you  npp<>flr,  in 
several  instunriviiVio  have  mistaken  my  incaniii>:^,  mid  in  uthnsto  have  adv«uct<(i 
principles'  in  wiTlcli  I  cunnot  silently  aquietce.  i  ilnM-efore  b<  g  leave  to  siibniii 
to  you  n  few  explanatory  reiiiMrks — siiiceiely  rejrieiiing  to  iissiciate  your  very 
dissimilar  articles  iif^nu  reply,  uhicli,  however,  is  ion>i«r<!d  iiievilaltle  by  your 
'I'ules  for  the  luanngeifvonl  of  your  several  papers.  The  ariiclM  in  the  '*  Patriot** 
exhibits  im  anxiety  fur  truth  and  n  ('liiistiHii  courtesy — that  in  the  *' C ommercial 
Jlerald**  is  apparently  tt>o,very  hest  the  writrr  ruuld  produce — thai  iu  the 
"  C'An't/ian  &i<ar</ia/i"  is  ovidonlly  insincere  and  spiteful.    . 

before  I  proceed  to  the  principal  subject  in  diipute,  I  must  put  myself 
rij^ht  with  respect  to  His  Excellency — for  it  is  insinuated  that  my  letter  was  an 
expression  of  diiiiespqrt  to  the  Executive  Government.  Now  1  am  ready  la 
disavow  every  such /feeling — nor  can  I  sc«  any  thine:  in  liiy  expressions  to 
justify  tho  imputation.  1  honor  iSir  F.^].  Head  ns  the  representative  of  my 
fc)oveii-i(rn,aiid  ifl  knew  of  nny  thinp  that  1  had  said  or  dune  eithercontem|>tuous 
or  hostile  to  him,  1  would  at  once  oiler  the  most  ample  iipolocfv.  IMie  religious 
bo-ly  to  which  I  beloiig  has  been  dii|inguishe9-by  n'ptlient  and  uniform  fidelity 
to  tlie  present  royal  family  in  DrilaLn,  and  an  (>qual  dovotedness  to  popular 
liberty  uiid  »'ducation.  My  intention  In  my  letter  was  to  explain,  that  in  lefusiiig 
to  obAerve  February  Gtli  as  a  day  ct  thanks^rivin^,  I  withheld  frdpi  His  Excel- 
kiicy  only  a  sjiirituul  a|lpgiance — an  i)1le{;ianco  wliich  I  mainti)itn»\vas  claimed 
by  iliu  I'roclaniution,  ajid  which  no  m  i n  owes  to  nnoiher.  So'long  us  I  reside 
in  tiiu  Proviircc,  its  Governpra  will  liave  my  full  submission  iiiHtl  matters 
within  their  jurisdiction;  and  if  1  do  iiot  mistake  the  character  of  Sir  F.  B. 
Head,  he  wil!  give  confidence  to  somo  ^viio  do  not  claim  all  the  loyalty  of  the 
I'roVinco,  or  attcHnpt  to  insinuate  away  Ulie  innoccnco  of  their  neighbors. 

With  regard  to  my  objection  to  obsiorvo  February  Gth  as  iho  day  of  lhnnk«« 
giving,  lavish  to  be  understood  before  f\o(irur  a  furtlior  justification.  I  have 
before  udmitlt'd  Uio  duty  of  thunksgivini;;  I  am  ready  to  ackiiowledgo,  too,

my«p|f,  lor  daring  to  act  a»  a  walcbmaii  of  Zion,  in  iliu  i|uurltring  of  aii  militia 
niun  upon  my  family- iho  very  niaan«  eniploywl  by  liio  french  Pophta  ttr 
break  iho  spirit  of  tho  Troteslant  Clergy  after  thti  revocation  of  tlw  edict  of 
Nantes.     However,  I  can  onco  for  all   loll   my  uproarious  abusrrN.  lay  and 
clerical,  that  with  secular  politics  I  will  liavu  nothing  to  do  ;  bat  if  they  mean 
to  prevent  my  muintaiuii.g  tlio  full  rights  of  conscience,    ih«y  must    not  retort 
to  obloquy  or  aonoyances,  or  clamor,  or  bribery— they  must  tako  my  person. 
Tho  ••  I  u4»lot"  has  dra^n  into  his  urguuiont  the  t^liulu  question  of  nation- 
al religious  eslabliahnMuts— a   ground  upon  which  on  any  suitable  occasion  I 
shall  b.j  happy  to  break  a  friendly  Unco  or  iwo  with  him.     Dr.  Owen  and 
Matthew  Henry    (whose  words  »r«  said  to  bo  quoted,)  wore  great  and  good 
mon,  but  not  oracular,  inspired,  orperfect  men— they  lived  in  times  in  whiclt 
popery  (which  has  always  loved  state-religions)  had  been  imperfectly  eradi- 
cated—and  tli«ir  attention  was  given  to  tho  greater  doctrines  of  salvation,  and 
not  to  what  IS  tho  appropriate  work  of  present  attention,  ecclesiastical  wfor- 
niutions.     Now  wo  Congrffgationalists  have  not  "  a°  faith  standing  in  tho  wisdom 
Of  nion,    though  thoy  be  even  such  men  as  Owen  and    Henry     Wo  consi- 
der it   to  bo  a  duty  of  Kings  iknd  Rulers  "to  promolo  tho  piillic  good  both 
civil  and  religious,  by  all  siicli  means  as  are  not  subversive  of  public  and  pri- 
vate right '—but  we  consider,  too,  that  national  religious   establishments  are 
subversive  of  civil  liberty  and  corrupting^  to  religion,   prevent    public  freedom 
and  crush  a  private  right  of  judgment.     I  am  told  "  that  a  general  mockery  of 
religion  and  Crod  has  been  quite  as  much  tho  result  of  soctarinn  fanaticism  aaof 
stale-roligiousnoss.  '     Well  then,  lot  us  have  neither  the  stato-religiousntss  hor 
tho  sectarian  lanaticism.     This  latter  evil  is  a  curso  whether  in  an  established 
sect  or  an  mies^abUshed.     That  much  Iknaticism  was   eihibited  during  tha 
commonwealth  js  true,  and  so  was  niucli;;wligion ;  and  wherever  a  religious 
spirit  IS  gonorill  and  active  thero  will  bo  much  thai  is  spurious  as  well  as  much 
that  IS  genuine,  just  as  a  trading  community  wiU  coittain  many  crafty  specula- 
tors, and  much  liberty  will  be  attended  with  some  liconliousnoss.     There  aro 
checks  which  nature  and  Providence  soon  bring  to  act  upon  fanaticism,  and  if 
instead  o    leaving  it  to  those  chocks  we  employ  an  established  church,  we  shbll 
oxtinguisli  religion  iisell,  with  perhaps  its  eounterfeit.     David  Hume,  the  Deist, 
advocated  national  I eligioajestaWishmints  upon  the  ground  that  ihey  checked 
excessive  religion— and  we  know  that  any  religion  was  with  him  oxceisive  — 
When  tlio  Epi«opal  Church  was  re-established  at  the  restoration  it  immediately 
brought  in  the  lethargy  in  religion  and  liccntiousnesa  in  morals,  which  disgraced 
the  reigfi  of  Charles  J£.     As  for  tho  French  revolution— an  established  church 
had  previously  rendered  rehgion  despised  and  hated.     Tho  English  disscntera 
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aro  blamed  lor  joimng  in  political  proceedings  with  infidels,  &c,  ice,  but  the 
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Mtabiishtneni  rubi  and  de^a Jt-a  bM  that  do  not  belong  to  it,  f  nd  ftll  ftra  drivM ' 
intofnncunimoii  aititiuJc  of  defonctf.  And  if  somo  (jen«ral  resisttnee  be  niott 
■doptf^  here  the  tyrant-chnreii  will  sniM  the  public  property,  lift  up  hor  mitred 
fnrat  in  cauria  and  parliaments,  and  tiie  deapotism  of  tlie  Gngliab  villages  wilt 
ImI  iprvad  o'er  all  the  land<  Uut  why  do  church  piRople  blaine  ua  dissontera  for 
coalesciag^  with  men  with  whom  they  themselves  unite  inaapporlingthe  church 
by  lithea  and  church-rates,  and  whom  they  nre  obliged  to  admit  to  the  sacra-. 
laent,  MrheMver  required.  The  ohurchpublicatiOn^  were  larely  clamorous  in 
thuir  deanDGialipns  uf  the  recent  appointment  of  laJvUls  to  Profeta&r$hips  and 
Qithoptickt^  andyet  all  are  goin«  on  together  in  the  church.  Sjiome  men  (like 
Dr«  Fatey). cannot  afford  to  keep  a  good  conacience.  Wo  love  mudi  of  the 
spirjtttel  part  of  the  Cpiacopal  Church,  but  are  driven  from  her  secM/areata- 
Misbnient'-we  aay,  "  take  away  her  battlenoents,  for  they!, are  not  the  Loi^d'a."
